DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-1 1 are, drawn to synchronization of object management 
systems, classified in class 719, subclass 316. 

II. Claims 12-14 and 27-28 are, drawn to performing local write lock 
operations, classified in class 707, subclass 8. 

III. Claims 15, 16, 29 and 30 are, drawn to performing local read lock 
operations, classified in class 707, subclass 8. 

IV. Claims 17-20, 31 and 32 are, drawn to performing remote write lock 
operations, classified in class 707, subclass 8. 

V. Claims 21-24, 33 and 34 are, drawn to releasing local write locks, 
classified in class 707, subclass 8. 

VI. Claims 26, 26, 35 and 36 are, drawn to releasing remote write locks, 
classified in class 707, subclass 8. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions Group I and Groups ll-VI are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
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combination does not detail how one performs the acquiring and releasing write lock 
operations. The subcombinations have separate utility such as manipulating 
semaphores, counters and mutex values in order to acquire and release write locks. 

3. Inventions Group ll-VI are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention Groups ll-VI 
have separate utility such as manipulating system structures to acquire or release a 
local or remote write lock and a read lock. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, different 
search, and recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes 
as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Roger Wise on November 9, 2004 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-11. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 12-36 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



7. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The cited claims detail an agent created distributed read and writer's lock for 
each of a plurality of object management systems components executing on 
corresponding object management systems that control access to information shared by 
the system components that offloads management of a stub interface to a list controller 
that maintains a communications list and is adapted for communication with a 
communications controller. None of the prior art of record teach the disclosed read and 
writer's lock on a plurality of object management systems. U.S. Patent 6,601,120 
teaches a multi-read/single writer lock implemented on a plurality of computers that 
enables access to a shared resource. The cited reference does not allude to the type of 
lock structures disclosed in the cited claims. The remaining prior art of record discloses 
the synchronizing of object systems, however, this synchronization is does not use the 
cited lock as defined in the claims. Therefore, the claims are allowable over the cited 
prior art of record. 



9. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
